Wasnmorox. August 28.—It sometimes happens 
that Congress, with all its boasted intelligence, over 
reaches itself, and gives to a class that it did not in- 
tend to benefit material advantages. The claim 
agents of the city are chuckling to themselves over 
a couple of acts of last Congress by which they are 
reaping a rich harvest. One of these was an act by 
which their feesfor obtaining pensions were in- 
creased, and which brings many thousands of dol- 
lars to them without any more labor, the other 
gives them hundreds of thousands of new cases.

The Kinpai Forts Destroyed After a 
Heavy Canuonade. 


An Additional Report From Admiral Cour- 
bet of His Work—A Catholic Cathedral 
Mobbed—A Bishop Murdered Near

Lonpox, August 28.—A Shanghai dispatch of 
yesterday says: “The Mingan forts below Foo 
‘Chow were silenced Tuesday evening. To-day a 
beavy cannonade occurred between the French 
fleet and the Kinpai forta, which are situated at the 
northern mouth of the Min river.“ 

A dispatch to the Times dated Fou Chow, 2 p. m. 
to-day, says: The Kinpai forts were destroyed.” 
THE DEFENCES FAILING. 

Lonbox, August 98.—A later dispatch from the 
Foo Chow correspondent of the Tires says: “I 
have just returned from Kinpai. All the defences 
along the Min riverare gone. The Chinese troops 
bolted from the French fleet. Can is bombarded, but 
the occupation of the mainland is Impossible.“ 

CHANG B. TUNG. 

SHANONAI, August 24.—Chang S. Tung, a Tartar 
general in the province of Kiang Su. is appointed 
High Commissioner for North and South Lihure. 
Chang retains the governor-ship of Pee Chi Li only. 
Tso Teury Tang takes command of the troops in 


the south.

Panis, August 28. — The following is Admiral Cour- 
bet's report of his operations on Min River up to 
last evening: 

“Min River, 6 p. u., Wednesday, August 27.—Our 
operations against Minger forts have been success- 
fully concluded, All the Chinese batteries are de- 
stroyed. We have shattered all theircannon with 
gun cotton, Attack on Kinpai will be made to- 
day.“ 

OPERATIONS AT KINPAI. 

Loxpon, August . —4 dispatch which left 
Shanghai at at 5:10 p.m. to-day says: “Admiral 
Coubeet began to bombard Kinpai yesterday. A 
heavy cannonade still continues. 

A CATHEDRAL MOBBED. 

Hora Kone, August 28.—The French Consul and 
French merchants expelled from Canton last Satur- 
day by order of the viceroy, have arrived here. The 
mob at Canton invaded the Catholic Cathedral Wed- 
nesdav. The building was cleared by the efforts of 
foreign consula, who induced the French bishop aud. 
missionaries to leave Canton. 


England. 

LonpDon, August . — Wolseley proposes to reach 
Dongolo the with, Gordon relief expedition by Novem- 
ber 7. He declares confidence that he will be able 
to accomplish this programme without difficulty. 
There are only six cataracts to pass, whereas in the 
Red River expedition in 1870, he was compelled to 
drag boats overland at forty-six places. 

OFF FOR SEA. 

Lonpoxn, August 28.—The British man-of-war 
Canada, has been ordered to be ready to sail for 
China September 9. The Dreadnaught is commis- 
sioned for the Mediterranean. Several other iron- 
clads can proceed on short notice to Egypt or China. 

YORK RACES. 

Lonpon, August 28.—At the York meeting to-day 
the race for the great Yorkshire stakes, for three- 
year-olds, was won by Rothschild’s filly, Damietta, 
Jardine's colt. Borneo, second; Suarry's filly, Or- 
phan Agnes, third. 

FERRY S WORDS, 

Ferry is said to have further expressed himself as 
follows: “The English preas, by agging China on, is 
siding against Europe. The confidence it gives 
the Chinese may next be turned against England. 
The commercial nations are naturally uneasy at our 
action, but once resolved on redress, we must deal 
blows which will tell.“ 

Ferry disavowed the [ policy of colonial 
conquest. “My whole duty.“ he declared, “is to 
finish enterprises originally ill-conceived and ill- 
managed. We want a peaceful occupation of Ton- 
quin, and we want to force China to respect what 
she owes us. European interests may not be 
alarmed at this. Weare acting for the civilized

REINFORCEMENTS FOR EGYPT. 

® Lonpow, August 28.—The government is exnedit- 
ing the departure of increasing reinforcements for 

ypt. The staff at Woolwich has been increased 
and additional hands engaged to put transports in 
readiness rapidly. Orders have been sent to y- 
mouth to hasten the fitting out of the transport Poo- 
nah. It has been decided to increase the expedition 
for the relief of Gordon to seven thousand men. 
Several hundred Roval Scots will be dispatched from 
the West Indies, The rest of the troops go from 
Gibraltar, Malta and Cyprus. Four hundred more 
river boats have been ordered.

JUBILANT DEMOCRATS. 


Cheering Advices From Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Indiana and Ohio.

New York, August 28.—The Democratic managers 
were very much elated to-night over reports from 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Indiana and Ohio, four Repub- 
lican States, now claimed for Cleveland and Hen- 
dricks. Just what the news contained from Illinois 
could not be learned, but it is understood that the 
secret organization of the liquor interests has been 
effected several weeks earlier than the time named 
for itin July, and, that a great campaign fund has 
been Assured and will be collected early, making 
Certain the repealof the Harper bill through the 
Democratic Legislature and the election of a Dem- 
Herat to succeed Logan. The Democrats are sin- 


cere in claiming Illinois, notwithstanding Ralph E. 
Hoyt of Chicago, said, at the Republican headquar- 
ters to-day, that Harrison will be 80 
badly beaten he wouldn't recognize his 
own face on the day after the election, 
The fact that the Republican State ticket was par- 
tially defeated two years ago and narrowly missed 
totaiannihilatiun. is quoted as proof that the State 
is longer soleiy Republican. From Wisconsin the 
Democraticnews is fn the shape of reports from a 
still hunt engineered among the Germans very 
much after the model of the Garfield canvas in In- 
diana, and it is very satisfactory. Despite Republic- 
au promises and protests the Wisconsin German 
voter is represented as having a deep seated fear 
that Republican success means probibition four 
years hence. The Milwaukee brewing interests 
are credited with a subscription of $10,000 
to the Democratic State fund. Advices from 
Indiana continue to advise the National Democratic 
committee to have no fears of the result in No- 
vember, as the State is all O. K. under the hands 
of Mr. Hendricks. It is reported that what Irish 
vote there may bein the State is certain for the 
Democracy, while the prohibition movement is 
spreading in a manner to alarm John C. New. who 
is said to be responsible for the State going Re- 
publican. All the advices sent by Gov. Hendricks 
are full of confidence, and give good reasons for 
the feeling of safety entertained. John 
W. Witey, a prominent Buffalo politician, who 
was sent South as emissary inCleveland’s behalf, ar- 
rivéd here to-day, en route for home. He said that 
West Virginia has been his principal field and he 
felt assured that the State would go Democratic, but 
at every point Mr. Wiley found Democrats very 
anxious about New York. “I told them all to take

The Washington correspondent of the Tosr- Die- 
PATOH gave an account yesterday of the finding of 
some old correspondence in the War Department, 
which explains the cordial understanding and 
friendship existing between the editor of the New 
York Sun and Gen. Butler. The correspondence 
vonsists of official letters addressed to Charles A. 
Dana, Assistant Secretary of the War Department 


and written by L. C. Baker, Brigadier-General and 
Chief of the National Police, One of the letters was 
dated January 20, 1865, and gives accounts of tran- 
sactions doae by various firms in contraband goods 
in North Carolina under the permission and protec- 
tionof Gen. Butler, then in command at Fortress 
Monroe. ‘One of the chief firms was 
that of Lane & i 
brother-inlaw of Gen. 
Assistant-Adjutant-Gen. Geo. A. Johnston was also 
deeply implicated in the report. which clearly laid 
to the charge of Butler and his confreres illegal and 
treasonable practices engaged in while in the service 
of the Government, for the purpose of making 
money. These letters give only skeleton outlines of 
the operations that were carried on in North Caro- 
lina and Virginia, because the investigation for some 
reason was hastily suppressed, but they 
are important as showing that Mr. 
Dana was perfectly cognizant of the transactions 
and that whether e wasimplicated in them or 
not, he knows 

GENERAL BUTLER'S CONNECTION 
with them, and was content toshut his eyes to the 
work that was going on at the time, and to — 
it now. when he is giving his hearty support to the 
Massachusetts widow““ in his race for President. 

In connection with fuller detaiis of these transac- 
tions, which the Post-Dispatca is en- 
abled to give, Mr. Dana, while 
howling, “Turn the rascals out! 
is shown to be either too near -sighted to distinguish 
a rascal when he has a chance to turn them out or 
only indulges in his moral racket when he finds him- 
self on the outside. 

There isa gentleman in this city who was an 
officer in the Federal army and who was stationed 
at Suffolk during the time that Ben Butler was in 
command there and while these transactions in cou- 
traband articles was carried on. His connection 
with the scouting service gave him ample opportu- 
nity to discover the facts inthe case, although he 
was not ina position to let them beknown. He 
talked freely about them to a Post-DispatTca re- 
porter, and filled out the meagre outline of the — 
ations of the Butler gang given in the dispatches 
The transactions in contraband goods referred to in 
Gen. Baker's letters were carried on about 1868, after 
the occupancy of Suffolk by the Federal troops. 
Gen. Butler's headquarters were at Fortress Monroe 
and the trade in articles was ed on at Nor- 
folk, Suffolk and numerous stations in North Caro- 
lina in the Black Water country and the Dismal 
Swamp, and could not have involved less than 

$500,000 

inamount. The Operations were matters of current 
comment among the soldiers and scouts who were 
enabled, by reason of their occupation, to find out 
anything about them, and it was understood 
that they were done either by officers 
high in command at least with the permission and 
connivance of the military authorities. It would be 
impossible to estimate the exact amount involved, 
as the scouts were not allowed to interfere: in fact, 
although the scouting had been done in that county 
under Gen. Butler, it was directed away from the 
base of operations while they were in progress. The 
rule governing the dis lof goods contraband of 
war, and forfeited, required that 
they should be turned over to the 
United States Treasury, but such lots of goods as 
were taken at these points were never neard of 
again, and certainly never turned into the treasury 
as the investigation ordered afterward proved. 

The trade was carried on between Suffoik and 
Norfolk in Virginia, and Edenton, Gatesville, Sufn- 
merton, South Mills, Manny's Point and other places 
where there were stores. 

THE LOSSES OF THE BUSINESS, 
on the Federal side were Mayor Casselles,thefProvost 
Marshal, and Johnston, assistant Adjutant-ieneral 
while the principal manager on the Oonfederate 
side was a Dr. Goodman, whose headquarters were 
at Gatesville. 

The trade was opened by the reny permits 
to convey salt into North Carolina, so that the peo- 
ple there who were represented as being loyal and 
non-fighters could salt down their pork, as they 
were suffering for provisions. As a matter of fact, 
this officer says, the people may have been suffer- 
ing for provisions, but there was not one 
hundred hogs in the two counties where the stations 
were. At any rate under such permits all kinds of 
goods were traded in such, as salt, sugar, coffee. 
genuine cotton goods, molasses, and many others in 
exchange for which cotton and cash was received in 
large quantities. It was a well-known fact that the 
people for whom they were ostensibly sent were too 
scarce and poor to buy apy but the smallest frac- 
tional part of the shipments. As an in- 
stance of what agencies must hive 
been at work to cover and 
encourage this trade, the gentleman says that on 
one occasion over thirty wagons and carts were 
captured by the scouts belonging to the stores in 
North Carolina, and bound from Suffolk to Gates- 
ville. They were loaded with salt, quinine, sugar. 
cheese and cotton goods, but, although the case 
was plainly one of contraband trading, the men 
were ordered to be released at once without expla- 
nation, and no one ever knew what became of the 
goods, except that they disappeared very mysteri- 
ously. These wagons had eng | in the same 
work for sev weeks, the trips made at 


night. 

On anothor occasion the post teams were orderea 
to go to a point between Gatesville and South Mills 
ostensibly to bring in bacon and forage, but when 
the nt was e1 320 bales of cotton were found 
there and were placed on the wagons and taken to 
Suffolk. There they were turned over to the Post 
pe for transportation to Norfolk, where

This operation 
was conducted by Johnston, and there was nota 
bale of cotton known to bein the region from 
whence it was taken.

LOWE'S THRILLING STORY. 


A Statement From the Man Whe Found 
the Greely Suffefers. 

Mr. Frank Eno, of this city, returned last night 
from a week's stay in New York, during which time 
he was 80 fortunate as to be one of & party who 
visited that now famous vessel the Bear, and who. 
through acquaintance with its chief engineer, Cap- 
tain Lowe, were enabled to hear from 


that officer's own lips a detailed account of the 

rescue of the Greely party, and the thrilling scenes 

incidental to it. He brings back with him one of the 

small pieces of boot-leather which, when the re- 
lief arrived, had already been cut up 714 to 

boiling for soup. The leather is part of the upper 

of a strong boot which had been cott worn, 

and the piece is about an inch square, that being the 

size to whi he boo were usually 

reduced before boiling. Capt. Lo it will be re- 

membered, was in command ot little steam 
launch which located the sufferers, 

was steaming along the ice-bound const late in the 
afternoon of the day of rescue, and keeping a sharp 
lookout for any sign of life on the sterile shore, 
when an object that looked something like a man 
was seen on the top of a cliff that towered 
high above the water, the outlines 
being clear against the sky beyond. 
The published pictures of this sentinel or lookout 
represent him as vigorously and joyously waving a 
handkerchief. Capt. Lowe says that this gives no 
correct conception of the fact. The man's body was 
motionless, but be held one arm out at almost full 
length, and waved very feebly the old hat Which he 
held in his hand. The instant that they 
made sure that it was a human 
being, they blew the whistle of the launch 

and the poor fellow, seeing that he was discovered, 
fell apparently senseless into a heap on the barren 
rock, ro of his body hanging over theedge, The 
launch made for the nearest landing point, and. 

sending a couple of men to climb the cliff and res- 
cue the look-out, the balance of the party ran to 
where the tumble-down tent sheltered the 
balance of the survivors. The sentinel or look-out 
was on duty in accordance with a system which had 
been adopted at the outset, but he had only clam- 
bered to his great height by aid of the other starv- 
Ing men, who returned to their tent after seeing him 
up on the rock. Whenthe sailors found him he 
4 unable to move, with barely a sign 
0 consciousness, and a movement of 
afew more inches would have precipitated him 
into the sea. The main party on reaching the 
tent found one end of it blocked withice. Going 
around tothe other side, the raised the flap and 
saw the sufferers all lying down in their sacks, 
with their feet close together and their bodies 
radiating something like the spokes of a wheel. As 
the intruders entered, Greely, who was nearest to 
them, lifted himself to a sitting posture. Seeing 
Capt. Lowe's uniform, he growled: 

“What are you doing here? Why don't you go 
away? Don't you knowla:n in command of this 
1 

The poor fellow was evidently partially delirious. 
He was fed very sparingly. and this angered him all 
the more, he fiercely demanding to know whether 
he and his men had not suffered enough alfeady 
without being starved still further. 

The thermometer indicated only 19 degs. below 
zero, so the cold was not very intense, and the work 
of removing the survivors was not attended with 
much suffering. Capt. Lowe denied most positively 
the report that any of the men exclaimed, ‘‘Don't 
shoot us aud eat us like they did poor Henry!“ Noth- 
thing of the kind wassaid. Astothe cannibalism, 
however, he said there was 
doubt that. All of the 
said, bore evidences of 
testimony was necessary to establish it. The skin 
had been very neatly cut away from the flesh with 
a surgeon's knife, the flesh removed from under it, 
and the skin was then returned toits place. Great 
care had evidently been taken not to disfigure any 
of the faces.

yesterday afternoon's committee meeting. Hardly 
had the committee been called to order when 
Mr. Touley of the Tenth Ward, who returned from 
New York just in time to attend, moved that the 
primaries be held next Wednesday he convention 
next Thursday. This met with tion from such 
members as did not favor Mr. Glover's candidacy. 
Mr. Dausman endeavored to make the date Septein- 
ber 27. Mr. McGrath to make it September 15, and 
Mr. Keevil to make it September 10. All three prop- 
ositions were voted down and Mr. Touhey'’s motion 
carried by avoteof7to4 Mr. Dausman then en- 
dea vured to put through u resolu- 
tion providm that the printaries shall 
be held under the State law, as a guarantee to the 
pubste of fair play. Mr. McGrath supported it, but 

n the ground that at least five day s notice would 
be necessary, which would compel the postpone- 
ment of the primaries beyond Weduesday. The com- 
mitsee refused to adopt the resolution, hence the 

rimaries will be held in the good old adlibitum style. 

his sudden call for primaries aroused the Repub- 
lican to the fact that an election is to be 
held in the Ninth District, and this morning 
it intimated that something would have to be done, 

t the game time giving evidence that it regarded 
Mr. D. R. Francis as the most availabie man for the 
race, It also mentioned favorably Messrs. Tansey, 
Kehr, Lindiey and Bent. Mr. Francis, being seen 
this morning, declared that be was not before the 
People as a candidate, that he did not want the 
position of Congresaman, and that he had at no 
time been an aspirant for the office. There 
might be circumstances under which he 
wouid consent to enter the race, but those circum- 
stances had not arisen. Judge Lindley is out o? the 
field, having fully canvassed the subject in bis mind 
and satisfied himself that he did not want the post- 
tion. Mr. Kehr has steadfastly refused to go into 
the fight. 


MESSRS. TANSEY AND BENT 
are not disposed to enter the 
at this late day. and the only man who was in 
good running condftion was Mr. W. R. Donaldson. 
As he was omitted from the Republican's list, how- 
ever, his friends looked upon the fact as an intima- 
ton that he was not wanted, and they announced 
this morning, rather than go into the contest with 
only a fractional support, he will leave a clear fleld 
to Mr, Glover. It is possible that the opposition 
to the latter may yet concentrate upon some willing 
candidate by to-morrow, but the prob- 
abilities do not favor it, and Mr. 
Glover will almost to a certainty have a walkover 
for the nomination. The vote will be necessarily 
light at the primaries, as they have been fixed for 
the day of opening the Exposition, and the atten- 
tion of the public will be diverted from matters 
political for the time being.

FRENCH AND AMERICAN BANKS. 

Now the Second National Bank of Xenia, 
Ohio, has closed its doors against the crowd of 
confiding depositors, the cashier, Mr. J. 8. 
AUKENEY, having unexpectedly decided to go 
West and grow up with the country on funds 
derived from the aforesaid depositors. Of 
course the Comptroller of the Treasury has 
promptly telegraphed to the Bank Examiner of 
the Xenia district to take charge of the institu- 
tion and “report its condition,” which locking 
of the door after the horse is stolen will hardly 
restore the missing cash or catch the missing 
cashier. Doubtless, the Examiner had duly ex- 
amined the Xenia bank within a month or two, 
and found matters all right, when they were 
really all wrong; just as other examiners have 
examined other plundered banks and reported 
favorably, under similar circumstances. Bank 
examinations, as at present conducted, render 
valuable assistance to the numerous pres- 
idents, cashiers and tellers who decide 
to get away with the money intrusted to their 
keeping, and to avoid impertinent interference 
by a trip to Canada or Colorado. 

They have a way of discouraging such finan 
cial enterprise in France which might, with 
much propriety, be imitatedin our own happy 
and rogue-ridden land. For instance, several 
years ago the Banque de Lyons et Loire failed, 
through the culpable neglect, or worse, of its 
officials. M. Savary, the chief offender, es 
caped arrest by flight to parts unknown; but 
his partners were not so fortunate, and a day 
or two since got their deserts in the French 
courts, M. ZILINSKI, manager, was sentenced 
to five months’ imprisonment and a fine of 8,000 
francs; BELLANTON, sub-manager, to four 
months and 5,000 francs; the rest to fines rang- 
ing from 1,000 to 10,000 francs. Savakry, if he 
is ever caught, will spend five years in prison, 
pay 20,000 francs, and forfeit all civil and polit- 
ical rights for ten years. If it had been an 
American instead of a French bank that failed, 
the failure would have been forgotten long 
ago, and SAVARY, ZILINSKI, and BELLANTON 
would today be passing the plate in church and 
teaching in Sunday-school, instead of under 
the ban of the law. AUKENEY and WARNER 
may well congratulate themselves upon the 
broad difference between the French and 
American way of doing things, while their 
luckless victims may draw such comparisons as 
depleted pockets naturally suggest. There are 
no government bank examiners in France; for 
if there had been one in this case, he would 
certainly have shared the punishment of the 
crime he should have detected. 

There will beno change in the American 
banking system, and consequently no reliable 
protection for depositors and stockholders, un- 
tilour bank thieves are treated like any other 
thieves; and not merely the thieves themselves 
so treated, but those officials whose 
business it is to be constantly on the 
watch to prevent thievery. No large 
amount of argument is required to prove that 
when one bank official robs the bank down to 
its counters and stoves, the other officials must 
either know what is going on or ought to know 
it; that is, must be either knaves or fools, and 
should be punished accordingly. Just as little 
argument is required to convince sensible peo- 
ple that if the president and directors, who are 
the recognized supervisors and managers of the 
bank, are made individually liable in purse and 
person for all thefts and defalcations within 
their jurisdiction, thefts and defalcations would 
be far less numerous than they arenow. And 
unless some reform of this sort is speedily 
inaugurated among us, the safest and most 
popular American bank will soon be an old 
stocking or a hole in the ground.

Hence the only 
conclusion is, that there must be something wrong 
with either the St. Louls management or the St.

— is The prices charged at our rink heretofore 
although personally not considered exorbitant, were 
more thanis usually charged by any of the other 
rinks.

COMING IN CROWDS. 


‘The Rush to Attend the Opening of 


Talks With Mallroad Meh About the At- 
tendance Through the Coming Week— 
Where the People Will come 
Froni—The Figures. 


A feeling prevalis in the railroad offices that the 
Exposition will attract the biggest crowd that ever 
visited $t Louis. This opinion is based on feports 
from agents throughout the territory which will 
contribute to the support of the enterprises. 

Genefal Passenger Agent Townsend of the Mie 
souri Pacific system said this morning that there 
would be a larger representation from the South 
and Southwest than had ever “isited the city before. 
“It is possible,“ he said, that the Trades Pageant 
may not attract as many people as the Veiled 
Prophets has done in the past and there inay not on 
any single day be as large a crowd 
as the city has seen once of twice 


before. But, taking the aggregate attractions of the 
Trades’ Pageant, the Exposition and the Fair toge 
er, covéring a period of Ax weeks, the result 
Will de an extent of patronage, the like of which 
was never seen before.’ 

“Is there much interest manifested throughout 


your territory?" 


“A great amount. Why, we have taken 100x%5 
feet of space in the building for our exhibit and the 
indications are that this will be wholly inadequate to 
show the articles that are being poured in from 
every part of the Southwest. We havea carioad of 
cerdals and farm products from Ft. Scott and Wich- 
ita, Kan: a car! from Dalias,,Tex.; a half car- 
ond from Central Missouri and fully as much from 
the region of Atchison. We have received, also, 
bales of Indian-tanned buckskin from Muskogee, 
Indian Territory, and atwo-ton specimen of iron 
ore. in one solid piece, from Pilot Knob. All of 
these things indicate the extent of interest that peo- 

le in the Southwest are taking in the Exposition. 
They all want to be represented.“ 

‘What particular locality seems likely to turn out 
in the largest force.“ 

Texas. I think. The indications at present are 
that balf the State of Texas is coming here. We 
have arranged for a series of excursions from the 
most remote points and our agents report that our 
accommodations will be tested to the full. indeed, 
I think we will be'troubled to handle the traffic. We 
have made it an especial point to hold out to our 
patrons the high character of the Exposition as an 
attraction, and thatit isso thoroughly representa- 
tive of all sections of the country. I think this feat- 
ure will havea strong influence in bringing people 
out,” 

What arrangements have you made for reduced 
rates? 

“During the opening week and the last week we 
shall make a uniform rate for all points of one fare 
forthe round trip. During the intervening weeks 
we give a round trip for a fare andathird. In addi- 
tion to this we shall run a series of excursions 
throughout the Exposition at one-half rate. On the 
niglit of the Trades’ Pageant we shall hold sections 
of our regular trains to Kansas City and lron Mount- 
ain uptil after the procession is over. 

At the Wabash offices it has not yet been decided 
what rates to give, but there will be a reduction, 
probably to one cent a mile for all Exposition 
traffic. The officers expect to have all the pas- 
senger traffic they can handle, if not more, and 
have arranged for extra trains and excursions. 
Mr. ‘Chandler was of the opinion that the crowd 
on ning night would approximate the Veiled 
Prophet crowd of last year, and perhaps equal it. 

MR. CHESBROUGH, 

of the Vandalia, saw no reason why his road should 
not do as heavy a business on theday of the 
Pageant as it had customarily done on Veiled 
Prophet days. He thought that 6,000 people would 
be a fair estimate of the crowd that would come in 
on his lihe. The Vandaiia will make special ex- 
cursion rates for the opening night, and carry pas- 
sengers throughout the Exposition for one and one- 
third fare. 


. MR. MOSS 

of. the Loulgville and Nashvilie was confident of a 
heavy. business, but owing toa lack of reports from 
country agents could not venture to estimate its 
volume. Perhaps on the opening night his line 
would carry in 1,000 or 1,500 people. This road will 
Sen tickdéts during the firstand last week at half 
fare, and during the other four weeks at one and 
one-third fare for the round trip. 

The Chieago, Burlington and Quincy will make 
the same rates, and will putona large number of 
. Aan auticipation of a greatly increased volume 
of: usiness. Mr. Sanford, the passenger agent, is 
now in he Northwest, arranging to accemmodate 
thé rogd's patrons. 

MR. BACOW 


of the Ohio and Mississippi said that his road 
woul? mus the same preparations for the 
opesing. might as for a Veiled Prophet night, 
and that, although a great deal depended on 
the weather, they would probabiy carry 1,000 to 1.500 
people oy that occasion. The indications were fav- 
erable for a good attendance during the whole six 
weeks. This road wil] make a uniform rate of one 
cent a mile and will give numerous excursions.

How the Post Office Will Facilitate 
the Mail Delivery.

Catching the Male in the Tunnel— Trial: ; 
To-Day—Chief Thompson's Views— 
Interesting Experiments in «4 
Cloud of Smoke. 


In the murky regions of the tunnel, just beneath 
the Eighth street entrance to the Custom House, a 
choking group stood this morning, iatently watcb- 
ing for the passage of the Alton and the Wabash 
trains. The individuals who coughed in the dense 
volumes of smoke and scraped the cinders 
from their eyes were Mr. W. B. Thompson, 
head of the Railway Mail Service, Superintendent 
Warfield, Assistant Custodian Rogers anda For- 
Inepatcu reporter. The officials were noting the 
obstacles inthe way of having the mails thrown 
from the trains at that point, and thus stcuring a 
gain of about twenty minutes, now consumed in 
transferring the mail pouches from the Union .De- 
pot. Neariv ten fears ago, before the tunnel was 
completed, the United States Government, realizing 
the advantage of having the mails drop at the 
Poft Offive from the passing mail cars, widened the 
tunnel, at its own expense, for some length along

was evidently an intention of making a for 
the erection of a platform upon which the mails 
could be thrown, but when t plan was found to 
be impracticable from the clouds of smoke that 
filled the space between the track, the entire 
scheme was abandoned. Lately,. however, it has 
oceurred to the department that the 
widened space could be utilized, and 
it was chiefly to look into the feasibility of the pro- 
ject that Mr. Thompson made his visit here. From 
the location of the tracks itis possible for the one 
nearest the Custom House to be moved back at 
least fiye feet without interfering at all with the 
safety of travel. and, if that is done, there will be 
ampie room for a commodious platform. The rights 
of the government in regard to the matter are 
not clearly understood, and Mr. Thom says he 
will at once communicate with the department at 
Washington, to see just what authority i have 
to proceed to the moving of the rails. e hada 
conversation to-day with General Mana- 
ger Tausig of the Tunnel pany 
who looked favorably upon the 
proposed changes, and intimated that no objection 
would be offered by the company. 

It was decided to test this morning the practica- 
bility of catching the mails at that point, and

This will be of decided benefit to the 
mercantile portions of the city.”

HOW VERY SIMPLE! 


The Cairo and St. Louis Narrow Gauge Again 
a Victim, 

* The Cairo and St. Louis Narrow Gauge Railroad 
Company, whose paymaster disappeared some time 
ago with quite a large wad of its money, has just 
made the discovery that it is once more a victim. 
The last swindle has been conducted by fouf of ita 
employes—one at this end of the line, two in charge 
of stations between here and Cairo, and a fourth 
engaged as freight conductor. Their plan of opera- 
tion is simple, but very effective, When the St, 
Louis employe received a carlaad of freight to be ship- 
ped to either of the stations where his confederates 
were stationed, he did not enter the car oh the books 
at all, but merely handed a memorandum to the 
conductor, who was in the conspiracy, and the lat- 
ter dehvered itat its destination.
